An egg expands when it is frozen 
and breaks its shell. Apples contract 
so much*that a full barrel will shrink 
until the top layer is a foot below 
the chine. When the frost is‘drawn 
out the apples. assume their normal 
size and: fill the barrel again. Cer- 
tain varieties are not apprecidbly_ in- 
jured by being frozen if the frost is 
drawn out gradually. Apples will 
carry safely in refrigerating cars while 
the mercury is régistering fully 20 de- 
grees below zero.
